REV. JAMES WALTER BAKER. 

' BY K. r. GAYLE. 

James Walter Baker was born in Madison county, Va., October 28, 1866. 

His parents were of the “godly sort,” and the fruit of their Christian 
teaching and influence was manifested in the lives of their children, espec- 
ially so in that of our deceased brother. Brother Baker was converted under 
the ministry of Rev. W. F. Bain, in the year 1886, and immediately united 
with the M. E. Church, South, and became at once an active and useful 
workman in the Lord’s vineyard. He felt called to preach the gospel, and 
after many struggles, was convinced that the call was from God. He pre- 
pared for the w'ork before him at Locust Dale Academy and Emory and 
Henry College, spending four terms at the former and one at the latter 
institution. 

He was licensed to preach by Rev. J. Wiley Bledsoe, Presiding Elder of 
the Charlottesville District, October 1, 1888, and as a local preacher, he served 
the church for four years. 

He was received on trial in the Virginia Annual Conference, at its session 
at Norfolk, Va., November, 1892, and at this session was ordained a local 
deacon. His first regular appointment was to the West Charlotte Circuit, 
where he labored earnestly and faithfully for two years. During his pastorate 
in West Charlotte he was twice married, and was singularly fortunate in 
each selection; first to Miss Lizzie Asher, of Campbell county, Va., who 
lived but a few months; afterward to her sister. Miss Nannie, who, with 
three children, mourn the loss of a kind and loving husband and father. 

His second charge was Clarksville, serving two years; then to Oaklette and 
Gilmerton for four years. Next he served Ebenezer and Wesley Chapel for 
two years; then York Circuit for three years, and then Wicomico, his last 
charge, where for seventeen months, he toiled faithfully and 'well for the 
extension of the Kingdom of the Son of God, and where, on the morning of 
the fifteenth of April, 1907, he fell on sleep. 

His last sickness, facial erysipelas, was painful in the extreme; yet with- 
out complaint, he bore the most intense agony, aggravated by an intolerable 
insomnia, calmly awaitng the unfolding of God’s plan concerning him. He 
was cheerful to the last, and extremely thoughtful of those who ministered 

to him. All that loving care could do was done, yet in vain. 

He realized his condition and though “he walked through the valley of 
the shadow of death” he was undismayed; God was with him, and thus he 
was enabled to meet the last enemy without a fear. His wmrk was done. 

The last battle was on, with his face to the enemy he awaited his Lord’s 
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command. The call sounded, and with a consciousness of victory he closed 
his eyes upon the scene of his earthly labors, and walked out into the spirit 
world to gaze with undimmed vision upon the glorified countenance of the 
Son of God. “He is not dead, but alive forevermore.” 

Brother Baker was deeply attached to the Church of his choice, and de- 
fended her doctrine and policy with force and effectiveness against all opposi- 
tion. He was eminently a man of practical common sense and handled tlie 
business interests of the Church with skill and success. He had a genius for 
mechanics, and often employed himself in work of beauty and usefulness. 
He was simple and childlike in disposition, pure in heart, direct and force- 
ful in the presentation of the truth, seemingly with one ambition, and that to 
glorify God by uplifting humanity. 

God honored his servant by giving him to see the pleasure of the Lord 
prospering in his hands. 

His preaching was of a high order, and was signally helpful to those 
who sat under his ministry. He was the children’s friend, and those who 
knew him loved him devotedly, and he delighted in their love and friend- 
ship; many of them were led by him to accept salvation, bj* a believing recep- 
tion of Jesus Christ. 

He was helpful to all who came under the infiuence of his life; he loved 
God, and was the servant of others for Jesus’ sake. 

Many a sorrowful heart was made glad, many a stricken one made to re- 
joice, many a darkened home made cheerful by the light reflected in the 
life of our departed brother. 

As a pastor, in social life, in the family circle, at home and abroad, he 
was courteous, kind and tenderly sympathetic, accessible to all, yet ever 
prudent and dignified, impressing everyone by the earnestness of his piety. 
He won many souls to Christ, and built up the membership of the Church 
in our most holy faith. He fell at the post of duty, in the prime of life, in 
the forefront of the fight. He has gone to be among the blood-washed throng. 
He is in the presence of his Lord; with loosened tongue, he makes continuous 
melody unto the King. 

Our brother has fallen out of ranks, we’ll see him no more on the battle- 
field of life, but out on the hills of God, we’ll meet and greet him, with those 
we’ve loved long since and lost awhile. 



ROBERT B. BEADLES.

Rev. Robert Blackwell Beadles, as the “sketches” by Dr. Lafferty says, 
“Was about five feet seven inches high, weighed about one hundred and fifty 
pounds; dark complexion, with brown hair and blue eyes. He had rugged 
but striking features that readily responded to the prevailng thoughts of his 
mind, or emotions of his heart.” His temperament was highly nervous; he 
was quick in action, and always seemed to be in hot pursuit of some worthy 
object. He was intensely in earnest. Had he not overtaxed his physical 
powers he might not have been compelled to retire, at different times, from 
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the active work of the ministry. It is necessary at times, for most men, to 
unstring the bow if they would project the arrow with greater force and 
precision. 

While his mind might not have been of the highest order it can be truly 
said that it was clear, strong, convincing and instructive in its action. No 
one faculty seemed to predominate over the others; there was a happy com- 
bination. 

The early educational advantages of our departed brother were quite inade- 
quate, but later he studied at Hillsboro Academy, Loudoun county, Va., pre- 
sided over by that ripe scholar and Christian gentleman, Jonas Potts, and 
after that a year or two at Randolph-Macon College. There he got a start — a 
most important thing to a young man. He was educated more in the min- 
istry than for it. While not a graduate of any college he was an educated 
^ Methodist preacher, for he understood the doctrines and polity of the church, 

how to reach the minds and hearts of the people, persuade sinners to decide 
; for Christ and believers to honor their profession. 

He felt called to preach almost from the date of his conversion. He was 
licensed to preach by the Quarterly Conference of Loudoun Circuit, 1854, Dr. 
W. W. Bennett presiding. In the highest sense he was a gospel preacher, 
the spiritual element predominating. He was content to confine himself to 
the cardinal, fundamental doctrines of the Bible. He had neither time nor 
taste for discussing metaphysical questions. Sin in all its terrible effects, 
Jesus Christ as a present and all-sufficient Saviour, forgiveness of sin, re- 
generation, the witness of the Spirit, and a holy life, in these and cognate 
subjects he found enough, as any other man will, to call into highest exercise 
the powers of mind and heart. He preached to glorify God in the salvation 
of souls. 

His call to the ministry was consciously from God. It was no passing 
emotion nor simply a desire to be useful, nor inclination to wfin a name and 
fame, but a deep, all-controlling conviction that God wanted him to preach 
His Word. He felt “Woe is me if I preach not the gospel.” That gave 
quality and tone to his subsequent ministry, and inspired him with unquali- 
fied consecration to this great work. No cross too heavy for him to bear, 
no sacrifice too dear for him to make, for the glory of his Lord and the 
salvation of men. 

He was willing to travel the muddy or dusty highway, in winter’s cold or 
summer’s heat, in order to teach others the narrow way that leads to life 
eternal; to dress in simple apparel that he might hold up to the admiring 
gaze of others the white robes of the saints; to live in an ordinary and often 
uncomfortable house that he might point others to “the house not made 
with hands eternal in the heavens”; to subsist upon plain food that he 
might have an opportunity to feed others upon that “bread that cometh down 
from heaven, of wiiich if a man eat he shall never die.” Such a ministry is 
Apostolic — nay more, it is truly Christ-like. It has in it the potent forces that 
win success. 

What a faithful pastor he was! What light and comfort he carried into 
the sick-room; how the tears of bereavement w'ere wiped away,' and a sweet 
spirit of submission to the Divine will possessed the heart, as he talked of 
the promises and sang and prayed. When he left the spiritual fragrance of 
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his visit lingered while the people felt, and often said, “a man of God has 
heen here.” 

He was delighted with revival work and had great success in it. He knew 
how to conduct such meetings, which is a great thing in a Methodist preacher. 
Though his ministry was repeatedly interrupted from poor health, he was 
instrumental in bringing thousands of souls to Christ and cheering and 
encouraging untold numbers of believers. 

His personal religious experience was generally bright and joyous. He was 
converted in his fourteenth year. We belonged to the same class at Hills- 
boro Academy, and also the same old-fashioned band meeting in 1854. I have 
frequently been with him when a sense of the Divine presence was over- 
whelming. He enjoyed in a high degree the witness of the Spirit, and 
preached it with poiht and power out of his own heart, as well as out of the 
Scriptures. 

He began his itinerant life as helper to Rev. J. B. Dey, on Lancaster Cir- 
cuit, August, 1855. He was received on trial at Petersburg, November of that 
year, and returned to Lancaster. He traveled Spottsylvania Circuit in 1857 
and 1858; was ordained deacon by Bishop Pierce at Elizabeth City, N. C., in 
1857. In October, 1858, he married Miss Rebecca R. Holladay, of Spottsyl- 
vania county, who was as an angel at his side, cheering and comforting him 
in his work. Four interesting children were the fruit of this marriage, one 
of whom, Robert Fletcher, was one of the most gifted young preachers of 
the Virginia Conference. 

In 1859 our brother was appointed to Fauquier Circuit; 1860-’61 to New 
Kent Circuit, and the two ensuing years he held a supernumerary relation. 
Plis health improving, he was appointed Chaplain to the Fifty-fifth Regiment, 
Hill’s Corps, Army of Northern Virginia, and participated in most of the 
battles of that year, from the Wilderness to Petersburg. 

Again his health failed, and for 1865 and 1866 he was on the supernume- 
rary list. In 1867 he was appointed to West Hanover, and to Middlesex in 
1868-’69. He was on Buckingham Circuit in 1870-’71-’72, and served Fluvanna 
Circuit in 1873. From feeble health he found it necessary to take again the 
supernumerary relation, and continued on that list during 1874-’75. In 1876 
he was pastor of Nicholson Street Station, Richmond, and in 1877 was an 
efficient agent of the Preachers’ Relief Society. The next three years he was on 
Lancaster Circuit where, twenty-four years before, he began his ministry. 
From 1881 to 1884, inclusive, he did successful w’ork on Atlantic Circuit, and 
in 1885-’86 he served Boykins’ Circuit. In 1887 he was stationed at Floyd 
Street, Danville, Va., where his health so failed that he was obliged to 
superannuate. He settled at Ashland, and remained there for three years, 
serving the Church as opportunity afforded. 

We find him in 1891 on Mt. Pleasant Circuit, and in 1892-’93-’94-’95 in 
charge of Henrico Circuit; in 1896-’97-’98 pastor of Norfolk Circuit; he served 
Capron Circuit in 1899; Hasker Memorial Station, Richmond, 1900-’01; King 
and Queen, 1902; Asbury Station, Manchester, 1903. In that year he super- 
annuated again, and continued to live in Richmond until the end came. 

Brother Beadles was married three times. His first wife, and the mother 
of his children, having died, he took, in 1878, Miss Sarah N. Slaughter, of 
Delaware, as his wife. She sympathized with and greatly helped him in his 
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work as a Methodist preacher, and was truly a mother to his children. 
His last wife, who survives him, was a Mrs. Mathews, of Accomac county, a 
sister of Rev. J. W. S. Robins, of the Virginia Conference. She planted 
flowers of beauty and fragrance along his path to the grave. He also leaves 
three children — two sons and a daughter. Brother Beadles was one of the 
most zealous and faithful men I ever knew. Work for the Lord and the 
Church was always first. His life was most strenuous, acting as though he 
had a great deal to do and but a short time in which to do it. He was one 
of the few men who work too hard for their strength. 

He was born in King William county, Va., January 5, 1832, being the 
eldest son of thirteen children given to John and Nancy Beadles. He died 
August 22, 1907, in the city of Richmond, Va. 

The health of our departed brother,, never very robust, towards the close 
of life grew still more feeble. At times he suffered intensely, but not a 
word of complaint escaped his lips. He was not afraid to die. He seemed 
to welcome deliverance. Brother Dadmun, who visited him frequently in 
his last illness, informs me that for a while his faith seemed to be some- 
what obscured, probably from pain and weakness, or from a last assault of 
Satan, but God, in answer to fervent prayer of his servant, revealed Himself 
to him in wonderful power. His soul seemed to be in heaven before it left 
the body. The victory was complete. The triumph glorious. 

He wanted his friends around him to sing some of his favorite hymns, but 
their flowing tears prevented. He then, as he was slipping down into the 

E ]| cold river, repeated: “O, the good we all may do”; “Rock of Ages Cleft 

for Me,” and that greatest hymn ever written by uninspired man, “Jesus 
Lover of My Soul.” He gave minute directions about his business affairs 
and his funeral. Left affectionate messages for his children and brethren 
of the Conference, saying he was going home to heaven and to meet him 
there. His message to his brethren of the Conference was, “Be faithful.’^ 
God grant that we may never forget it. 

His funeral was from Fairmount Church, conducted by Rev. E. T. Dadmun, 
assisted by Rev. C. H. Boggs and others. He was buried in Oakwood Ceme- 
tery, where his two wives and gifted son are also buried. 



REV. PAUL BRADLEY.

My acquaintance with Paul Bradley dates back just thirty-five years. I 
knew him first at Randolph-Macon College. We were classmates.. Later he 
was my room-mate and my chum. Many a night we bent together over lexi- 
con and grammar and worked out in common the perplexing problems of the 
Greek classics. The friendship, then began, ripened and grew stronger 
through the passing years, to the day of his death. I knew the heart of this 
man, and, knowing him, I loved him and ever found him worthy of confi- 
dence and trust. 

It is not hard for me to say good things of Paul Bradley. I only fear that, 
should I tell the story of his excellencies in its fulness, it might seem to those 
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who do not know, like fulsome praise. At school he was a good student; 
above the average in industry and quickness of perception, while, by his 
honorable and manly bearing, he won the respect and esteem of professors 
and fellow-students. By nature he was genial and lighthearted, without 
guile and without hypocrisy. Any picture of him that did not show a 
smiling face would be untrue to life. Yet his was not a shallow nature; 
underneath the rippling surface there lay the profounder depths of moral 
worth. This sunny companion was a man and a Christian. He had the 
strength to suffer without repining, and without complaint to endure what- 
ever hardship in the line of duty fell to his lot. There was no swerving 
from the straight path, because it chanced to lead over rugged steeps. He 
gloried not less in the cross of Christ because it meant for him the cruci- 
fixion of the flesh. 

Paul Bradley was born in Bedford county, Va., January 25, 1850. When 
he was about seventeen years of age and while at Sunny Side Academy, near 
Bedford City, he was converted and joined the Church. Along with con- 
scious conversion came the conscious call to the Christian ministry. Hence- 
forth, to preach w^as to be his business in life, and to prepare himself for that 
work he (1871) entered Randolph-Macon College. Here he remained till 
1875. In November of that year, at Danville, Va., he joined the Virginia 
» Conference, and at every session of our body, from that day till last No- 
vember, he has reported for duty and been assigned to work. And to that 
work, no matter where in the providence of God it might chance to be lo- 
cated, he gave himself with signal devotion. It would be too large a claim 
to say of him (perhaps of any man) that he never felt concern for himself,, 
nor cared where he might be sent. But we do say w'ith confidence that he 
was never a seeker of place, that the glory of his Lord loomed larger on hi& 
horizon than any worldly preferment. The ministry was to him not a chance 
to exploit self. It was “the high calling of God,” whose object was not 
human aggrandizement, but the redemption of souls, and its reward the 
Master's commendation. To one with such an ideal, to labor in humblest 
fields is ever an honor, and to do well the hardest tasks the Master sets, is 
the joy of the servant. 

No man can truthfully say that Paul Bradley was a workman that needed 
to be ashamed. For thirty-two years ( shortened by a few months), in city, 
town and country, he wrought with patient zeal and untiring devotion, nor 
ceased his labors till his sun went down. As an evidence of the soulfulness 
with which he toiled, I recall an incident that took place during a meeting 
in the early nineties, when I was doing the preaching for him. The church 
was in the country and we were holding two services a day. There was 
want of harmony among the members, and several days had passed with 
very few, if any, conversions. At lunch-time one day, I ate a few mouth- 
fulls and walked away for meditation. Bradley followed and began to talk 
about the condition of things, and then he broke down and, like the prophet 
of old, he wept bitter tears over the sins of those who had no tears to shed 
for themselves. 

A man with such a spirit will not have a barren ministry, and year by 
year there has gone into the minutes of our Conference the record of num- 
bers added to the Church in every field where he has labored. The very last 
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protracted meeting he held stirred the whole Church and resulted in the 
addition of nearly fifty souls. 

The marriage of Paul Bradley, October 14, 1886, to Miss Lucy S. Brown, 
of King George county, brought into his life a new force for good. In all 
the twenty-one years of their married life, she was to him a wise counselor 
and sympathetic comrade, sharing willingly his hardships and cheering him 
always to high and holy endeavor. One son. named for his father, is the 
only child of this union. The unutterable grief of these two to-day bears 
witness to his noble self-sacrificing spirit and to his fond devotion as hus- 
band and father. 

The suddenness of our brother’s death reminded me that, while at college, 
he had more than one serious illness, supposed to be caused by heart trouble. 
After he left college, however, I heard no more of this, and his health had 
always seemed to be good till last January, when he had a severe attack of 
grippe. After that he complained at times of a tired feeling. But he did 
not stop to rest. In fact, the last few months of his life (owing to his re- 
vival meeting and subsequently to much sickness in the congregation) made 
unusual drafts upon his strength. The last Sunday night in July he 
preached his last sermon. It was a message to the young from the character 
of Joseph. Some who heard him that night say that they never heard him 
preach so well. Two days later his earthly toil was ended. On Tuesday 
morning, July 30th, he arose bright and cheery as usual, and after break- 
fast went out to visit some of the sick. At half-past eleven a lady next 
door saw him return by the back way and go into the garden to drive out 
some chickens. Here a few minutes later, his wdfe and a niece, who was 
visiting them, found him. He was lying on the ground. From the smile on 
his face they at first thought that he was playing a prank on them, pre- 
tending to be asleep. Soon discovering their mistake, however, they called in 
alarm to the neighbors and got him into the house, but wrhen the doctor 
arrived he found that life had already fled, and thus it w^as that in the 
midst of one of the busiest years of his ministry, and almost in the very 
act of discharging the duties of his high office, he received the summons 
from labor to reward, and realized the fulfillment of the poet’s dream — 

“Oh that without a ling’ring groan, 

I may the welcome word receive! 

My body with my charge lay dowm 
And cease at once to work and live!” 

The funeral services for our brother were conducted by Revs. J. T. Whitley, 
S. C. Hatcher and James Cannon, Jr. And then they bore his body aw^ay to 
Bedford City and laid it down amid the shadows of the blue hills that all 
his life he had loved so well. 

It seemed strange to me, when I came into the Conference room a few 
days ago, that I could not find, in the gathered throng, the smiling face of 
the friend whose presence for more than thirty years, at each recurring ses- 
sion, I had eagerly sought. But I know where he is, and in the coming 
years w^hen my own work is done I shall look him up, and once more we 
shall talk heart to heart and our friendship will be unbroken forever.

Rev. William Edwin Bullard was born in Bowling Green, Va., February 
12, 1855. His parents were members of the Baptist Church, but on his 
mother’s side he had several Methodist ancestors, notably his great-grand- 
father, that earnest and consecrated servant of the Church, Rev. Isaac Luns- 
ford, w^ho helped to establish Methodism in far-off Nova Scotia. 

The oldest of several children and left an orphan when but a child, he 
grew’ up under burdens disproportionate to his years. With a cheerful cour- 
age he undertook the maintenasice of his two sisters, one of whom w^as an 
invalid, together wdth a maiden aunt who had alw’ays been a member of the 
family circle. Thus in early life and all unknowm to himself he was learn- 
ing lessons that would fit him to enter into sympathy with other burden- 
hearers w’hen he should come to be the shepherd of a fiock. 

At a meeting held in Bowling Green, conducted by Rev. T. J. Bayton and 
Rev. Thomas H. Boggs, Brother Bullard, having just attained his majority, 
was happily converted to God and at once united with the Methodist Church 
in his native village. Soon after his conversion he felt a call to preach, but 
painfully realized that his education was insufficient. Then began the strug- 
gle of a young man with a high purpose to repair his deficiencies that he 
might enter the Christian ministry with the best equipment in his power. 
He entered the Bow’ling Green Academy, where for several years he was a 
diligent student, but had often to stop school that he might earn money 
for his home people. In the fall of 1883, he was licensed to preach by the 
Quarterly Conference and the following February he entered Randolph-Macon 
College. Here he remained for two sessions, and at the Annual Conference 
of 1886, at Norfolk, he w^as received on trial and given his first appoint- 
ment. 

Brother Bullard was a man of cheerful and amiable disposition. Some of 
his appointments were difficult and laborious, affording but meagre support, 
yet he W’as never heard to complain, but entered every field to which he 
v/as assigned with a cheerful courage. He believed in the itinerancy as God’s 
best plan for the dissemination of the Gospel and was satisfied to labor wher- 
ever the authorities of the Church appointed him. 

He w’as twice married. His first wife was Miss Fannie Bell, of King Wil- 
liam county, a lady of culture and refinement. One child, a son, was born of 
this marriage, and is now living with his relatives in West Point, Va. His 
second wife was Miss Lula Anderson, of Buckingham county, a lady endowed 
with every virtue to make her a worthy helpmeet of an itinerant preacher. 
From this marriage there is a bright baby boy. 

As a preacher Brother Bullard was clear, and his sermons often showed 
careful preparation. He read our standards and knew our doctrines. He 
wrote many of his sermons in full, although he rarely read from his manu- 
script in the pulpit. He called sinners to repentance and sought to lead his 
people in the “way everlasting.” A number were converted through his 
ministry and many were strengthened in their spiritual life. 
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With the exception of a throat trouble which developed while he served 
the Church at West Point, his health was generally good until his last year. 
While serving the South Lunenburg Circuit a serious malady developed. 
He hesitated about going to Conference in Portsmouth, but his wife, believ- 
ing the trip would benefit* him, urged him to go. While at Conference he 
consulted several physicians, but they were not agreed in diagnosis nor 
treatment. Even now he was so bright and cheerful that his closest friends 
among his brethren never for a moment thought that death was near. 

Returning from Conference, he drove from Blackstone to his parsonage at 
Lunenburg Courthouse. The next day, sick as he was, he drove several miles 
to Victoria, a new town on the Tidewater Railway, to see if he could arrange 
for preaching there that the strangers rapidly coming in might have a place 
of worship. This was his last earthly journey. Stricken down in the midst 
of his labors he was soon to pass from this world to join the great company 
of the blood-washed in heaven. During his last days he was a great suf- 
ferer, but he bore every pain with a courage born of his faith in God. To all 
the friends who came to offer sympathy and help he testified to God’s grace 
and his absolute assurance of being presently with his Lord. He spent 
much of this time in prayer, often praying audibly, so that those in an adja- • 
cent room, thinking a friend had come, would ask him to whom he was talk- 
ing. ‘T was talking to Jesus,” he would answer. A few hours before his 
death while his body was racked with pain he said very distinctly “Lord, if 
thou hast no more for me to do, take me quickly.” In a little while the 
pain was all gone. He had fallen asleep. His spirit had gone to God who 
gave it. 

He was buried in Bethel churchyard in Buckingham county. 



BISHOP JOHN C. GRANBERY.

Bishop John C. Granbery was a native of Virginia, having been born in 
Norfolk, and for a number of years served the leading stations of the Vir- 
ginia Conference. During these years he was recognized as a faithful, pains- 
taking pastor, and a helpful expounder of the pure Word of God. In those 
churches to which he was appointed many still rise up and call him blessed, 
remembering with grateful hearts his tender ministrations. 

In the vigor of his manhood he turned aside from the pastorate to become 
a professor in the Vanderbilt University. While here he preached nearly 
every Sabbath to the edification of all who heard him, and in these days no 
one in Nashville was more gladly heard than he. His influence over the 
young men under his instruction, especially those preparing for the ministry, 
was uplifting and inspiring — an influence — created, perhaps, more by his 
character than by his teaching. 

When he was elevated to the office of Bishop, he carried into the office 
a ripened Christian manhood, which, during all the years of this larger ser- 
vice, became more and more a savor of life unto life. When he retired of 
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his own accord from the duties of his high position, he still served well the 
Church both by his sweet, pure character and by frequent proclamation of 
the gospel truth he loved so well. 

Bishop Granbery was so transparently sincere that his life was known 
and read of all men. This utter frankness was indeed a marked trait of 
his character. He had nothing to conceal because he was pure in heart and 
in life. 

And how simple he was, as humble as a little child, possessing the sort of 
childlikeness of which the Master spoke, when he made it the condition 
of entrance into the kingdom of heaven. He was not spoiled by his elevation 
to the episcopate — he was even as before, the meek and lowly servant of the 
meek and lowly Nazarene. 

His was a spotless life. No one was ever heard to call in question his 
motives or to accuse him of anything short of downright uprightness. Of 
him it might well have been said, and all who knew him would gladly re- 
peat the words: “Behold an Israelite indeed and in truth, in whom is no 

guile.” 

He was a diligent student to the very end, in old age keeping abreast of 
the intellectual world, his scholarship and culture becoming of the ripe and 
mellow kind. 

His preaching showed the most careful and conscientious preparation every 
time he preached, and the message was fervent, simple, evangelical, alto- 
gether without sensational tendencies; and those who listened to the Word 
were always fed. Rich was his experience in Divine things, close was his 
fellowship with God, so that when he suddenly left us, we all felt like ex- 
claiming, “He walked with God, and was not, for God took him.”

It is with a peculiar sense of grief and loss that we record the passing of 
Bishop A. Coke Smith from labor to reward. Coming to us in middle life 
as a stranger, he entered at once the inmost citadel of our hearts and grew, 
if possible, dearer to us with the passing years. His buoyant spirits, rollick- 
ing humor, wonderful magnetism, scorn of all ignoble things, abounding 
usefulness, chivalrous manliness, brotherly sympathy, generosity of heart 
and humility of soul were the golden keys to our interest and love; while 
his scholarly attainments, simple, yet profound faith, his deep and unaffected 
piety and his prophet’s vision deepened our admiration and increased our 
esteem. He was the best equipped man for the pastorate we have ever 
known. Equally at home with the learned and ignorant, with the rich and 
the poor, he charmed without effort and blessed with scarcely a thought of 
the riches he was pouring out. He was a great preacher in many of the 
best senses of the word, an able expounder of the Scriptures, a master of 
Christian experience and the possessor of a fountain of inexhaustible pathos 
and a voice of peculiar tenderness and sympathy. Afflicted with poor health 
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from the time he came to us, he journeyed on through increasing pain and 
weariness with a brightness of spirit that was a constant source of wonder 
and inspiration to his friends, and which caused the other invalids in his 
flock to bless his very shadow as it passed. There was much in him to re- 
mind us of the Master. This was the deepest reason for the love he called 
forth from well nigh all who knew him. It was a rare and radiant spirit 
that left the earth when our brother went away, but we believe he was 
assigned a high seat in the abodes of the mighty and the fragrance of his 
gracious life will linger with us until we see his face again. 

We extend our love and tenderest sympathies to the bereaved ones of his 
household and bid them comfort one another with the thought of a blissful 
reunion with him who so long and so well pointed to a brighter world and 
now has led the way.

Paul Whitehead was born September 13, 1830, near Lovingston, the county 
seat of Nelson county, Va. He and a twin brother, Silas, were the youngest 
children of John and Anna Whitehead. He was educated chiefly at New 
Glasgow Academy, in Amherst county. Here he had good training, particu- 
larly in the languages. A course through college, desired and contemplated, 
was prevented through financial difficulties. He had pnssea but a few days 
his nineteenth year when he was happily converted on the 25th of September, 
1849, in Lynchburg, Va., under the ministry of Rev. George W. Langhorne. 

He and his brother Silas joined the Church promptly. The ensuing four 
years he spent in the city clerk’s office of Lynchburg and Norfolk. During 
these years he studied law, with a view to its practice, was granted a license 
to practice and offered a law partnership. But God ordered otherwise, and 
called him to the work of the ministry. So clear and convincing was this 
call that he yielded, and at once gave himself to the work of preparation 
for it. In August, 1853, he was licensed to preach. He preached his first 
sermon in the church in which he was converted in Lynchburg, Va., his 
father and mother being among his hearers. 

In the month of October following, the Conference met in Court Street 
Church, Lynchburg, when he, with fifteen others, were received on trial into 
the Conference. His first appointment was as junior preacher on Bucking- 
ham Circuit. His next charge was Charlottesville Station, which he served 
two years. In 1855, he was ordained deacon by Bishop Andrew. In 1856 he 
was stationed in Lexington, Va., and was there brought into intimate associa- 
tion with the now celebrated “Stonewall” Jackson. This year proved to be 
one of the deepest sorrow and affliction to him. Within the short space of 
six months he lost by death his father, mother and twin brother. In 1857, 
he was ordained elder by Bishop Pierce and sent to Powhatan Circuit. On 
the 18th of December in that year he was happily married to Miss Virgilia 
M. Timberlake, daughter of J. H. Timberlake, of Albemarle county, Va. Of 
this marriage there were born a son and two daughters. One of these daugh- 
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ters died in triumph in early womanhood, and his son also died in the prime 
of his young manhood. He is survived by his daughter, Virgilia, who is the 
wife of Dr. Richard Whitehead, now dean of the Medical Faculty of the 
University of Virginia. His wife died on the 18th of October, 1905, and he 
on ,the 3d of April, 1907. Their happy union here is now perfected in 
heaven. 

In 1858-’59 he was stationed at High Street Church, Petersburg. In 1860-’61 
he served the Scottsville charge, and in 1865-*GG Louisa Circuit. 

Dr. Whitehead’s wonderful natural endowments, moral, physical and in- 
tellectual, were consecrated to the service of God in his early manhood. From 
that day to his last illness, when he left us and ascended to heaven, dili- 
gence in study, fidelity to duty, and growth in the grace and knowledge of 
our Lord Jesus Christ marked his career. His absolute integrity, the 
breadth and accuracy of his knowledge, his transparent sincerity, his kindly 
courtesy as a Christian gentleman, his courage and independence, his un- 
questioned piety, and his absolute freedom from unholy ambition and self- 
seeking, furnished the grounds of his promotion and to his being called to 
fill a number of official positions. 

His official life began as Assistant Secretary of the Virginia Annual Con- 
ference, in which capacity he served for several years. Since then he has 
been our chief Secretary, thus making a total of fifty-four years in that 
office. As far as is known, no man in the history of American Methodism, 
North or South, ever filled that responsible office so long. We say responsible 
office, for such it unquestionably is, in a body as large as our Annual Con- 
ference. But such w’as Dr. Whitehead’s knowledge of parliamentary law, his 
marvelous and accurate memory, his quickness of perception, his accuracy, 
and his command of a clear and concise statement, that on each recurring 
session of the Conference, no other member of the body was nominated in 
opposition to him. 

The next official positon to which he was called, and that, too, in early 
life, was the presidency of the Murfreesboro Female College, North Carolina. 
At the Conference of 1866, Bishop Pierce had appointed him Presiding Elder 
of the Farmville District, but before the appointments were announced tid- 
ings came of the sudden death of the Rev. James D. Coulling, president of 
the college at Murfreesboro, whereupon Dr. Whitehead was chosen to suc- 
ceed him. He filled that position for seven years with ability and success. 
From there he was called to the presidency of the Farmville Female College, 
where he served for eight years, making a total of fifteen years spent in 
educational work. He regarded these years as perhaps the most useful of 
his life. Doubtless he was right, for aside from the many sermons he 
preached and other services rendered during those years, eternity alone 
can reveal the gracious and saving influence he exerted both by precept and 
example upon the many hundreds of young ladies over whom he presided 
and whom he taught. 

At 'the close of his educational work he was appointed to another office, 
inadequately esteemed by some, but yet one in our Church economy of great 
importance and responsibility; namely, that of Presiding Elder. 

Such was Dr. Whitehead’s fitness for this office and acceptable execution 
of its duties that our Bishops continued him in it for over twenty-five years. 
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This was a length of continuous service in this office, beyond that of any 
one w^e have ever known in this or any other Conference. 

Another office of honor and responsibility to which he was called was that 
of a member of the Board of Visitors of the University of Virginia, a position 
to which he was appointed in 1876. 

For tw^enty years or more he was a valued and most useful trustee of 
Randolph-Macon College. In 1875 Randolph-Macon College conferred upon 
him the honorary degree of doctor of divinity. 

Dr. Whitehead was nine times elected to the General Conference, a dis- 
tinction, so far as we are advised, without a parallel in the history of our 
Church. His first election was in the fall of 1865, when he had been a mem- 
ber of the Virginia Conference but twelve years. He was a member of every 
General Conference but two, for forty years. His influence in that body for 
shaping legislation was notable. He was the author of the Rules of Order, 
by which the Conference conducted its business for twenty years, and, it is 
said, had more to do in framing our present Church discipline than any other 
man. 

Another official position of importance which Dr. Whitehead filled for 
many years, by the appointment of the General Conference, was as a member 
of the Book Committee of our publishing house at Nashville, Tenn. The 
value of his services in this office is impressively set forth in a statement 
spread upon the Minutes of that Committee in their meeting in Nashville 
last May. 

In 1901 the College of Bishops conferred upon Dr. Whitehead the distin- 
guished honor of electing him as a delegate to represent our Southern Church 
in the third great Ecumenical Conference of the w'orld’s Methodism, w'hich 
met in London. 

The last official position to which he was appointed by the General Con- 
ference was as a member of a special joint committee from the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, for the revisal of cur hymn book. On this com- 
mittee, it is said, he rendered a most valuable service. His knowledge of 
music and of sacred poetry admirably qualified him for the duties of that 
position. 

As to his official life we may mention lastly that for some years he acted as 
assistant editor of the Richmond . Christian Advocate, and for some ten 
years he wrote regularly on the Sunday-school lessons in our Sunday-school 
Magazine. 

In this summary of Dr. Whitehead’s official life we may say that it is 
doubtful if any other member of our Conference, or of any of our Annual 
Conferences, ever filled so many official positions of honor and trust. Had 
there been added to these a call to the episcopacy, which high office none 
who knew him well doubted his. fitness and ability to fill, the list of official 
honors would have been complete. - , . , 

And here let it be emphasized that every office came to him unsought. He 
would have scorned the imputation of being a self-seeker. Of him it may 
be truly said that he was an “Israelite in whom there was no guile.’t 

In the best sense, he was a rare and great man. As some one has said, 
“His body -seemed a perfect machine.” On* the fifty-second anniversary of his 
entrance into the Conference he preached the opening sermon at the session 
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held in Danville. In that sermon, speaking of his bodily health, he said: “I 
have been blessed with remarkable health. I have never had a serious sick- 
ness; never kept my bed, because unable to leave it; I am one of the few 
persons I have known who never had a headache.” With his remarkable 
health of body he had also an intellect of unusually well balanced powers. 
His memory was phenomenal, giving him such ready command of what he 
had seen, heard, read and learned, as to astonish often his friends. To this 
was added quick jpercepti on, wise discrimination, and keen logical powers. 

In neither preaching nor writing did he ever aim at oratory, but so clear 
and correct were his utterances that, it has been said, his spoken sermons 
could have gone to the press without correction. He was a diligent student, 
and his acquisition of knowledge took a wide range. Though denied in early 
life a regular collegiate course, he yet excelled very many who had enjoyed 
that advantage. He had made a study of the languages, and had a familiar 
knowledge of history, philosophy, theology, and general literature. To these 
he added a considerable knowledge of music, and a knowledge of astronomy 
and botany that to many was astonishing. The study of botany was with 
him a passion, and in his knowledge of it he was an expert. Having noted 
his oflBcial life and intellectual attainments, this memoir would be sadly in- 
complete unless we also took special note of Dr. Whitehead as a friend and a 
Christian. 

While not effusive or demonstrative in his friendships, yet how true, 
tender and faithful he was in all that he formed! Of the many hundreds 
who claimed him as their friend, he was never known to betray, or play 
false to one! To know him well was to honor and love him, and to trust him 
implicitly. His honesty, frankness and sincerity at once challenged your 
confidence when he gave you his; 

As a Christian, what in part was said qf him as a friend may be here 
affirmed. His piety was not effusive or specially demonstrative. But its gen- 
uineness could never be doubted. His surrender to God in his youth was 
complete, and his after-life showed it was meant to be forever. Hence we 
never hear of any faltering in him. Like a river, in its widening and ever- 
deepening flow from its source to the sea, so did his religious life develop, 
ever growing into the likenes of “the mind which was in Christ Jesus.” In 
his home and out of it he everywhere so demeaned himself as^to reveal the 
marks of “a child of the King,” loyal, steadfast and true. His prayers at 
the home altar and in public, both in the tones of his voice and the utter- 
ances of his speech, impressed me as embodying at once, deep humility, a 
profound reverence, trust and simplicity, rarely equalled. 

His home life was beautiful. There in a special degree did he exhibit 
tenderness, gentleness and womanly delicacy. Those who met him there, 
with his brilliant and accomplished wife, will bear testimony to the charm 
of their home. And so, in other home circles he manifested a gentleness 
and urbanity that made him a welcome and a charming guest. 

' And now we come to the closing days of his life. For some months prior 
to his death, it is said that his brother ministers on his District noted an in- 
creased fervour, tenderness and pathos in his preaching. He unconsciously 
was nearing his end. He was taken sick while attending one of his quarterly 
meetings on his District, but was able to return to his home in Norfolk, 
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and, after several days under medical treatment, he was thought to be 
strong enough to accompany his daughter to her home at the University of 
Virginia. On reaching Richmond, however, he was too ill to proceed further, 
and was taken to St. Luke’s Hospital, where, on the morning of the 3d of 
last April, his soul took its flight home to the God whom he loved and 
whom had had so long served. During his sickness his warm friend, the 
Rev. Dr. Collins Denny, of Vanderbilt University, wrote him, and for reply 
he sent Dr. Denny this message: “Yes, sickness is a woe and evil to every 
one, but God knows to whom to send it, and we know that all things work 
together for good to them that love God.” Soon after he was taken sick he 
asked Rev. George W. Wray to look after the work of the District for him; 
when Brother Wray replied; “Doctor, don’t worry about that; the preachers 
will take care of the work.” To which he made this reply: “I am not going 
to worry; God knows I did my best when I w'as well, and now that I am sick, 
I leave it all in His hands.” 

Just before his death. Brother Wray visited St. Luke’.s Hospital, and on 
being seated by his bed, his nurse aroused him and asked him if he knew 
him. He looked at Brother Wray for a moment, and then said: “This is 
George Wray. George, you came to see what the good Lord is going to do 
with me.” To which Brother Wray replied: “It matters not with you.” “No,” 
said he, “I have not a fear — I simply hate to leave my child.” Then, speak- 
ing to his daughter, he said; “Baby, I have gone too far to go back, and like 
Doggett, I want to go through and step out on the shore dressed in the robe 
of my immortality.” 

^hus closed the life of our beloved brother. What an enviable impress 
he made upon our Conference and the Church at large! How we shall miss 
him! And when shall we see his like again! 

It is pleasant now to recall that, before he was taken from us, his brethren 
of the Conference at our last session testified to Dr. Whitehead their love 
and appreciation of him in a material way by presenting him with a beau- 
tiful loving cup. 

The funeral services of Dr. Whitehead were held in our first church in 
Charlottesville, and were conducted by Dr. Smart, the pastor;, Dr. W. W. 
Lear, Dr. T. McN. Simpson, Rev. J. K. Jolliff and Rev. J. Sidney Peters. His 
body was then borne to Maplewood Cemetery and there he was buried by the 
side of his wife. 



REV. R. T. WILSON, D. D.

The subject of this sketch was born in Nottoway county, Va., October 4, 
1847. He was the son of Charles and Elizabeth Wilson, and was left an 
orphan in early life, his father having died when he was four and his 
mother when he was seven years of age. 

His early education was received at the best primary schools available, ' 
and in 1870 he graduated from the Virginia Military Institute at Lexington. 
Shortly after his graduation he was elected professor of mathematics in 
Ewing Seminary, Arkansas, where the impress of his scholarly attainments 
was recognized and felt. 
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His purpose, however, was not to be a teacher but a lawj’er. At the close 
of the collegiate year he returned to Virginia, studied law, and in a short 
while was admitted to the bar. He located in Sussex county, and in 1872 
was elected Commonwealth’s Attorney. 

As a lawyer he rapidly attained success and displayed those characteristics 
and qualities w'hich gave him a commanding place among his professional 
associates, who readily recognized his legal learning and ability. They also 
regarded him as an exemplary Christian gentleman of high aspirations and 
lofty purposes and loyal to duty in every relation and avenue of life. 

Dr. Wilson professed conversion in early life, and at that time was im- 
pressed that it was his duty to preach the gospel. He struggled with that 
conviction for many years, and endeavored to satisfy his conscience and to 
meet the demands of the call by leading a remarkably active and zealous 
Christian life. But the time came when his compromise with his convictions 
was no longer acceptable to God or satisfactory to himself. The deep and 
abiding impression that his doom would be that of one recreant to his high- 
est trust and false to his most sacred duty caused him to abandon the prac- 
tice of law and to enter the ministry. The struggle involved in this de- 
cision was severe and trying, and the sacrifice made from a pecuniary stand- 
point especially was difficult to estimate. 

His first appointment was Wesley, Petersburg, where his life and labors 
proved a striking contradiction to the maxim that "A prophet is not without 
honor save in his own country,” and where the Church was wonderfully built 
up in all the essential elements of material and spiritual prosperity. He 
was next assigned to Chestnut Street, Berkley, now Memorial, and after that 
was appointed to Clay Street, Richmond. From there he was sent to Market 
Street, Petersburg, where he had been a Steward for nine years and Sunday- 
school superintendent for sixteen. It was there that he doubtless had the 
most successful pastorate of his ministry. The people respected, valued and 
loved him and readily co-operated with him in all his efforts to advance the 
cause and kingdom of Christ. The evidences of his faithful and zealous 
labors are still apparent, and will not be forgotten as long as affection 
and appreciation are enthroned in human hearts. 

Dr. Wilson was a member of the General Conference of 1906. He served 
as Presiding Elder on three districts — Richmond, Petersburg and West Rich- 
mond — and was completing his quadrennium on the last-mentioned when 
he heard the summons to higher labors and grander rewards. Few among 
us have better improved the talents entrusted to their care, or given their 
fellow-men more satisfactory proofs of a profitable stewardship. 

As a preacher Dr. Wilson was clear, logical and forceful. He had the 
impassioned style of the earnest advocate whose chief satisfaction is in 
the achievement of his dominant purpose. He never tried to play the role 
of the studied rhetorician, the platform actor or the stilted elocutionist. 
Preaching was to him a divine work to which he was divinely called and 
with an almost consuming passion for the salvation of souls he preached in 
the “demonstration of the spirit and with power.” 

As a pastor Dr. Wilson was the very embodiment of fidelity and diligence. 
The charge of partiality or discrimination sometimes alleged against min- 
isters by the sensitive and inconsiderate could have never been brought 
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against him. He visited with unceasing love the unwearied interest the 
hovels of the poor and the mansions of the rich, the illiterate and the cul- 
tivated, the abandoned and the neglected, as well as the congenial and the 
consecrated. Every one, regardless of class, found him to be a willing coun- 
sellor, a faithful friend and an affectionate and sympathetic brother. 

He was particularly gifted in prayer. I have heard him pray when^ 
oblivious of his surroundings, his soul seemed to be lost in sweet and de- 
lightful communion, when with earnest, tender, thrilling supplication he 
appeared to receive the very blessing which he sought, while his auditors, 
absorbed in and dominated by the spirit and purpose of his petition, were 
transported upon the pinions of faith to a higher realm — 

‘‘Where Heaven came down their souls to greet. 

While glory crowned the mercy seat.” 

As a Presiding Elder Dr. 'Wilson was the peer of the strongest and best 
men that have filled this important office. His preaching ability as already 
intimated was of a very high order, his executive qualities were readily 
recognized and appreciated, but it was as the advisor of the Bishop in 
making appointments that he seemed to excel. He was thoroughly ac- 
quainted with the needs, limitations and possibilities of the churches com- 
mitted to his care and knew' full well the men of the Conference, their abili- 
ties, their adaptation and fitness for different kinds of work, and consequent- 
ly, seldom, if ever, made a mistake in manning his district. As I have said 
of him before, he performed the almost impossible task of pleasing both 
the preachers and the people in the appointments which he made. 

In the social circle Brother Wilson was genial and agreeable. We all re- 
member his pleasant voice, his chivalrous bearing, his cordial greeting. His 
friends sought and loved his society. He would have been a welcome guest 
in any home. , 

In the prime of life he was one of the handsomest men that I ever saw. 
His face was expressive of majesty, nobility and purity, and he had a form 
that an artist or a sculptor might have chosen for a model. 

He w'as twice married. In 1871 to Miss Hobbs, of Greensville; in 1880 to 
Miss Garland, of Amherst county, Va., a sister of our lamented Dr. J. Powell 
Garland, who proved to be a help-meet indeed, one who encouraged, cheered 
and comforted him in his loved employ. The first union was blessed with 
one child; the last with seven. 

Dr. Wilson w^as a man of ideals, conscience and convictions. His ideals 
were high and noble, his conscience active in determining and moulding 
his life and his convictions were always on the side of truth, justice and 
right. Possessed of a manly and independent spirit he was not a servile 
endorser of the policies and opinions of others. He entertained decided 
views on all questions which pertained to the welfare of the Church, which 
were formed upon careful examination and matured reflection. He had the 
courage to act according to his convictions and to maintain them in the face 
of opposition and prejudice. 

There is a grandeur in such a character that must challenge our admira- 
tion and homage. Should there seem to be limitations or imperfections here 
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and there, they are like the fleecy cloud that floats across the disc of the 
morning sun, mantling for a moment the spectator* with it shadows, but 
never concealing the bright and inexhaustible lustre of the king of day. 

In what manner our lamented brother met the grim monster I do not 
know, for his approach was with deceptive mien and stealthy step. But 
several weeks before his death, when he believed the end was near, he 
spoke of it with great composure, confidence and triumph to the Rev. S. C. 
Hatcher’, one of his most intimate and confidential friends. Calling Brother 
Hatcher affectionately by his Christian name, he said: “If this be death 
there are no shadows. Give my love to the brethren and tell them I die in 
peace with God and all mankind. I would like to live for my loved ones, 
but God who took care of me when left an orphan at seven will take care of 
them.” 

On the 28th day of August, 1907, in the presence of his wife and most oi 
his children he breathed his last. His end was serene and peaceful. It was 
like the setting of the summer sun upon a horizon of cerulean hue with no 
cloud to mar its beauty, and no storm to conceal its glory. 

His funeral took place from Market Street M. E. Church, in the city of 
Petersburg, and was attended by a large concourse of sorrowing and sympa- 
thetic friends; The solemn service was conducted in accordance with his 
wishes by the Rev. S. C. Hatcher and the writer of this tribute. A large 
number of his ministerial brethren were present at the obsequies and bore 
unquestionable evidence of the high esteem and affction in which thy held 
their fallen comrade and brother. His remains were laid to rest in beautiful 
Blandford Cemetery, w’here many of the members of our Conference sleep 
in anticipation of a glorious awakening, when the trumpet of the archangel 
illustrious and useful ministers of his own and other churches and with a 
a grander and more exalted Conference — the Conference of “just men made 
perfect.” 

With prophets, apostles and martyrs, with angels and archangels, with

great multitude of the redeemed and glorified which no man can number he 
dwells in the perpetual sunshine and supreme radiance of heaven's inex- 
tinguishable and eternal glory.

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REPORTS. 



BOARD OP EDUCATION 

It is gratifying that th© educational outlook in the South, and especially 
in our State, continues so favorable. All of our own institutions are sharing 
in this prosperity. The Methodists can congratulate themselves upon the 
good work that they liave done in this field. Our General Conference that 
was held in Dallas, Texas, called upon the presiding elders, pastors and all 
in authority to aid in the educational propaganda throughout the South. 
Nowhere was this more heartily done than in our own territory, and the 
results have proved beneficial both to our own schools and to those of the 
whole Commonwealth. 

In addition to calling your attention to this general prosperity and the 
work done by us in building up our schools, I wish to direct your attention 
to what our system of schools has accomplished. 

This great problem that confronted and still confronts the South is the 
proper co-ordination of its schools. There is overlapping and competition 
between schools for the same patronage, resulting in waste and useless ex- 
penditure of energy. By the establishment of our system of schools we have 
avoided all this. At a certain stage of the student’s development the college 
is no place for him; he cannot be properly taught nor properly supervised. 
Therefore, the necessity of establishing our academies. Having established 
these academies, we have required those students who were not prepared 
to profit by the college instruction and the college discipline to attend the 
academies. By this means it can be determined where the college begins; 
and to determine this point has been the object of the educational authorities 
in the United States. The New York Board of Regents has devoted itself for 
years to this work, and, without knowing what they were doing in the 
North, we in Virginia had been working at the same problem; and in our 
‘own system we had succeeded in solving the most difficult parts of it. The 
Educational Commission of our Church, which met this summer, tried to do 
for the whole Southern Church what we have done in our own schools in 
Virginia. Though the conditions w'ere not so favoi’able in all the States, 
our labors bid fair soon to be crowned with success, and in a short time our 
whole Methodist Church will have a system of schools properly co-ordinated. 
The result of this will be that when a man receives a degree from one of 
our institutions, it will be recognized throughout the country as the equivalent 
of a degree received from an institution of any other part of the country. By 
the efforts of the New York Board of Regents, and other similar organiza- 
ti-ons, there has come to be recognized a nationjtl standard for a college, and 
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it is essential that we should conform to that national standard. Our work 
here in Virginia, and what we are accomplishing through the Commission 
of Education of our Church, will soon bring all of our colleges up to the 
national standard. 

This has a more wide-reaching effect than merely to give the compara- 
tively few students who attend college the advantage of reaching this national 
standard, for it will throw back upon the home school the necessity of pre- 
paring the few students who go to college for entrance into those institu- 
tions, and thus the vast majority of our children who cannot go to school 
will have the advantage of good high schools, which must be maintained in 
order to send the one boy or girl to college. We shall thus give a high school 
education to at least nine of our children out of every ten, most of whom 
now have the opportunity of going only through a graded school. The far- 
reaching effect of this will be seen at a glance, and in a comparatively few 
years we shall fiave prosperous high schools throughout our whole State, 
where children can be given an education equivalent to nearly two years of 
the ordinary college as now constituted, while living at home under the 

influence of their parents. 

Several of the district conferences this summer passed resolutions calling 
upon your Board of Education to ask you for an increased assessment for 
Randolph-Macon College. It has been apparent for years to those who have 
studied the situation that such an increase is necessary if the college is to be 
kept up to the degree of efficiency which all of its friends desire it to have. 
Other conferences, some of w'hich were for years a long way behind us in 
this matter, have outstripped us in raising assessments for educational 
purposes, notably the two Georgia Conferences, which assess themselves 
115,000 each for education; the South Carolina Conference, smaller than 
ours in every particular, assesses itself $7,500 for Wofford College, and yet 
President Snyder writes me: “Our free list (including both prospective min- 
isters and minsters’ sons) hardly averages more than twenty a year. We 
usually have from six to eight prospective ministers in college, and from 
ten to twelve sons of ministers.” • 

Our list at Randolph-Macon College averages fifty a year; this session we 
have twenty-four ministerial students and twenty-five sons of ministers, and, 
if we include the academies, we have forty-one ministerial students and fifty- 
two sons of ministers. It will be seen, therefore, that we have ninety-three 
on our free list, as compared with Wofford’s twenty. It would certainly, 
therefore, seem that our assessment for Randolph-Macon should be as much 
as South Carolina’s for Wofford, for we give over $6,000 worth of free tuition 
this year, for which the Conference assesses itself only $5,000. 

It is gratifying that the Board of Education, under existing circumstances, 
have seen fit to increase the appropriation to $6,000, and I am sure that this 
appropriation will be increased from time to time as circumstances suggest 
and permit. 

With our rivals in the State institutions constantly increasing their effec- 
tiveness, it is essential that all of our Church schools should keep step 
with the advance that the times require. I have no fear that our people will 
refuse to lend an ear to our appeal; I believe that more and more they are 
learning how essential our schools are to the building up of our people, and

when the idea of this inter-dependence of school and church is thoroughly 
caught there will be no difficulty in securing a steadily growing increase of 
funds for the purpose of properly conducting our schools. I repeat what I 
hfave been saying so persistently that no school, whether academy or college, 
is safe that has not an endowment, and this fact our people must be made to 
see, and no money expended by a people yields larger returns in building up 
Christian character, which is the basis of all prosperity, whether material 
or spiritual, than the money which is put into Christian schools. If the 
history of the Church and the history of civilization show any one thing 
it shows that money can in this way be transmuted into Christian char- 
acter; and this is the work of the church-school. 

We present the following resolutions for the adoption of the Conference: 

Resolved, 1, That the Presiding Bishop be requested to appoint James 
Cannon, Jr., as Principal of Blackstone Female Institute; E. H. Rowe as Prin- 
cipal of the Southern Seminary; John C. Granbery as student at the Univer- 
sity of Chicago, and B. T. Candler as student at Vanderbilt University. 

Resolved, 2. That the Joint B.oard of Finance be requested to apportion to 
the several districts six thousand dollars for the benefit of Randolph-Macon 
College, and three thousand one hundred and eighty dollars to meet the 
assessment for Educational Extension, which may be assessed separately 
and raised seph,rately, as may seem wise on each charge. 

Resolved,3, That we have considered the memorial of the Lynchburg Dis- 
trict Conference, and in reply would say that the Church as an organization 
ig not prepared to take up the work of primary education, but we urge our 
pastors and people to give their hearty support to all efforts to increase 
the efficiency of the public schools. 

Resolved, 4, We are gratified to hear of the good work of our Corres- 
pondence School, and we commend its course of instruction to all of our 
preachers.

PUBLISHING INTERESTS. 



Your Committee on Publishing Interests respectfully submits the follow- ^ 
ing report: 

We recognize the fact that the present, as compared with the past, is pre- 
eminently a reading age. Papers, books, and periodicals of all kinds flood 
the land. Unquestionably it is the duty of the Church to provide, and dis- 
seminate among the people, literature that shall be clean, uplifting, en- 
nobling. To fail in doing this is not only to loose the wholesome results 
of such literature, but it is to turn the fleld over to literature that is not 
ennobling, that is not uplifting, and that too often is not clean — literature, 
moreover, which not only corrupts the present age, but which, by vitiating 
the taste for that which is good and whetting the appetite for that which is 
unworthy, seeks thus to fasten itself upon succeeding generations. We trust 
that our beloved Church is becoming more and more alive to its solemn 
responsibility in this regard, and we are glad to note the fact that from one 
publishing house in Nashville it is providing and, through its colporters and 
agents, is disseminating just such literature among the people. We take 
pleasure in calling attention first of all to the decided financial success that 
has attended the workings of this publishing house the present year. Its 
net sales have been $543,680.51. Its net gain, $43,149.72, which, however, 
would have been $47,833.97 had it not been for the loss of $4,684.25 on the 
Epworth Era. On January 1, 1907, the house borrowed $129,934.54. Of this 
large amount it now owes only $40,934.54, and its total net assets amount to 
$1,023,485.80. 

As to the publications of the house, we note with much satisfaction the 
fact that The Review’, under its present editorial management, has been kept 
well up to the high plane on which it had been placed by the late Bishop 
Tigert. We commend it as an exceptionally able review, and by every token, 
worthy the support and patronage of the Church. 

The Christian Advocate, because of its being the general organ of the 
whole Church, and because of the fact that its net proceeds go to our super- 
annuated preachers, their widow^s and orphans, sustains a unique relation to 
the Church, and has a, special claim upon us. During the present year the 
mechanical make-up and form of the paper have been mucm improved, and 
additional editorial help has been secured, so that we now consider it fully 
abreast of the greatest papers in the land, one of which the entire Church 
may feel a pardonable pride, and to whose support it should cheerfully rally. 

The Epworth Era your committee considers a most excellent paper, and 
heartily endorses it as in every way w’ell calculated to. meet the w^ants of 
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the young people of our Church. The committee, however, cannot but regret 
that its publication the present year entailed a considerable loss to our Pub- 
lishing "House — a loss occasioned by a failure to collect subscriptions still 
supposed to be good. 

Your committee also notes with special satisfaction the high grade and the 
increasing popularity of our Sunday-school literature. Never in the history 
of our Church have we been better served in this department than at the 
present time, aijd we can see no excuse for any of our schools seeking their 
supplies from any other source whatsoever than from our own publications. 

The Baltimore and Richmond Christian Advocate is heartily endorsed 
by the committee. It contains all that could be reasonably asked of a 
Conference organ. We heartily commend its editorial character and man- 
agement. We approve and admire its resolute purpose to exclude from its 
columrts questionable, though highly remunerative, advertisements, and 
that, too, notwithstanding the financial stress under which it is now labor- 
ing. AVe are glad to note that, whilst quite a number have withdrawn their 
subscriptions, there has been altogether an increase of between 700 and 800 
subscribers the present year. 

From the report of the Advocate Advisory Committee, which you have re- 
ferred to us, we learn, with deep concern and regret, that the paper has not 
been generously supported the present year, and that its financial prosperity 
has not been improved. We are advised that, in consequence of this fact, the 
owners feel compelled to raise the price of the paper to $2.00 a year. They 
expect, of course, that ^here will be a falling off of subscribers on account 
of this advance in the price. In such a crisis our Conference should rally, to 
a man, to the support of its organ. Let us, both preachers and laymen, by 
w'ord and deed, do all that in us lies to succor this interest so vital to the 
highest success in the prosecution of our work as a Conference. 

Your committee notes with pleasure the efficient work of our Superin- 
tendent of Colportage, and especially the prompt and accurate business 
methods of his house in supplying our brethren with religious literature. 

We offer for your approval the following recommendations: 

1. That the Rev. J. S. Hunter be continued as our Superintendent of Col- 
portage. 

2. That Revs. W. J. Young and J. T. Whitley and Professor R. B. Smithey 
be reappointed as Advisory Committee to the Baltimore and Richmond Ad- 
vocate. 

3. That we request the presiding Bishop to appoint Rev. James Cannon, Jr., 
editor; Rev. J. Sidney Peters associate editor, and Rev. J. W. Eure special 
agent for the Baltimore and Richmond Advocate the ensuing year.

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THE BIBLE BOARD. 

The Bible is the Word of God; the lamp of life; the comfort of hearts;^ 
the promoter of cilvilization ; the creed of the Protestants. It is God’s own 
great love-story — the story of the love of a holy God for a sinful world. For 
centuries it has been in our land moulding thought, determining beliefs, 
enkindling hopes, regulating morals, shaping legislation, coloring literature,, 
dominating the language of the home, the school and the church. We there- 
fore love the Bible and desire its widespread circulation. 

We rejoice in the fact that the American Bible Society, organized more 
than ninety years ago, has been, and still is, a mighty agency for the circu- 
lation of the Bible. During its existence 180,420,382 volumes of the Scripture, 
and parts of Scriptures, in over four hundred different languages and dia- 
lects, have been sent out over our own land, and into the “regions beyond” 
for the enlightenment and uplift of men. In the year ending March 31, 1907, 
1,910,053 volumes were sent out from the Bible House at New York. 

The Society has numerous agencies, but is seeking to establish more, in 
our own land and in foreign lands, with the object of placing the Bible in 
every home the world over. Thus this organization is one of the greatest 
factors in the work of evangelizing the world. 

There has recently been established, with headquarters at Richmond, the 
South Atlantic Agency of the American Bible Society, embracing the two 
Virginias, the, two Carolinas, Georgia and Florida, over which Rev. M. B. 
Porter presides. He should have our most earnest and liberal support. This, 
agency proposes to engage colporters and send them out over all this terri- 
tory as soon as the funds will justify, and it will welcome the aid of all 
our preachers in the distribution of the Word of God. 

The destitution of our land is appalling. Thousands of families and indi- 
viduals of our people, and of foreigners coming to our shores, are either 
entirely without or are very poorly supplied with the Word of God. Into- 
their hands the Bible must be placed. 

Notwithstanding the fact that the Bible is read and earnestly studied by 
more people to-day than ever before, there is still a large number of persons, 
even among those calling themselves Christians, who are ignorant of its 
teachings. These must be stimulated to read and study the Bible. 

We offer the following resolutions: 

1. That we heartily commend to all our people the work of the American 
Bible Society, and urge upon them the importance of more liberal contribu- 
tions for the work of the Society. 

2. That we hereby put ourselves on record as favoring the use of the Bible, 
without note or comment, in the public schools of our State. 

3. That we recommend to the proper authorities that the Bible be placed 
among the required studies in all our academies and’ institutes, and that a 
course of Bible study be required in our colleges of all candidates for the- 
baccalaureate degrees. 
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4. That we rejoice in the increase in the collections for the American Bible 
Society during the past few years, and urge that a collection be taken in 
every church. 

5. That we request our Presiding Elders to give the work of the American 
Bible Society the emphasis it deserves in our District Conferences.

TEMPERANCE. 

The magnificent words of John Wesley, “I desire a league offensive and 
defensive with every soldier of Jesus Christ,” were never more appropriate 
in the progress of the Church than in its great movement against the saloon, 
the great enemy of the Church and foe of all righteousness. With heavy 
heart we view the awful ravage of the saloon in desolating homes and blight- 
ing human lives, and yet with unwavering faith in the power of God and 
with renewed determination to do our best, w*e resolve, that the “saloon must 
go.” We rejoice in the victories already won in Georgia, Oklahoma, 
Mississippi, Delaware, Alabama, North Carolina, Florida, Louisiana, Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee, Missouri, Indiana and other places, and especially the vic- 
tories in our own State. 

Within the past year the cities of Clifton Forge, Radford, Bristol, Char- 
lottesville, and the following towns, Covington, Woodstock and Berryville, 
have voted out the saloon. Local option was reaffirmed in Buena Vista, Lees- 
burg, Shenandoah, Lee District in Accomac, and Pedlar District in Amherst. 
Only two local option elections were lost. Many distilleries have been closed, 
and 'heavy restrictions have been placed on saloons in several cities. These 
victories are but stepping stones to better things, and while we thank God 
for what has been done, we turn our faces to the future and ask what can 
be done. In State legislation we desire to see some decided action taken so 
as to put the distilleries under the operation of the Mann law, to put the 
social clubs that dispense liquor on the same footing as the bar-rooms; to 
revise our local option laws so as to give to the counties county option; to 
have an adequate law to prevent the illegal liquor traffic. In national legis- 
lation we feel that Congress should pass some bill w^hich will secure to 
States local self-government in regard to this traffic. 

In view of these statements, resolved: 

1. That we reaffirm the utterance of the General Conference that we are 
distinctively a prohibition Church, and that while not allied to any party, we 
yet are pledged to the utter destruction of the saloon, and to that end we re- 
quest our preachers to preach special sermons on the subject of temperance 
in general and the abolition of the liquor traffic in particular, and that we 
continue to educate and agitate in every possible manner until the public 
conscience shall be so aroused that Virginia will take her place in the col- 
umns of the States that have no saloons. 

2. That we again congratulate the Anti-Saloon League upon the splendid 
work done by it and that we pledge it our moral and financial support and 
tender to the League our pulpits at stated times for the presentation of their 
work. 
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3. That we urge the passage of the Littlefield-Cormack Inter-State Liquor 
Bill, which seeks to allow each State to use its police powers over the impor- 
tation of liquor from other States, and that to that end the Secretary of this 
Conference be, and is, requested to write a letter to each Senator and Repre- 
sentative of Virginia in Congress urging him to support the bill. 

4. That we call the attention of our people to that hidden snare, the dis- 
pensary evil, and again would urge them to remember the law of our Church, 
which prohibits her members from voluntarily accepting an appointment or 
election as a dispenser or renting property for a dispensary. 

5. That we recommend the use of unfermented wine for the communion

RELATION OF RANDOLPH-MACON SCHOOLS TO THE 

CONFERENCE. 

REPORT No. 1. 

Your committee, to which was referred the preamble and resolutions of 
Rev. James Cannon, Jr., concerning the relation of the Randolph-Macon 
schools to the Virginia Annual Conference, beg leave to make the follow- 
ing report: 

That it is unnecessary for us to state before this body that we have the 
utmost confidence in the brethren who form the Board of Trustees, and 
that we believe that they continuously have done what in their godly judg- 
ment was for the best interests of the college, and that in the present 
instance, with the information before them, they have acted as they thought 
would be most helpful to the work of the college and to Methodism. Never- 
theless, the committee feels that, in view of circumstances which may arise, 
and of changes by death and otherwise in this Board, it is necessary for the 
Conference to take some stand on the question before them. 

We, therefore, offer the following resolutions: 

First. Resolved, That we are unable to reconcile the idea of denomina- 
tional control or ownership with the resolutions adopted by the Randolph- 
Macon Board; that in the selection of the Trustees there are no denomina- 
tional tests. 

Second. Resolved, That a committee of five, consisting of three preachers . 
and two laymen, none of whom shall be members of the Board of Trustees, 
or connected with the college, be appointed by the Presiding Bishop, which 
committee shall confer with the Randolph-Macon Trustees concerning the 
relationship of the Randolph-Macon institutions to the Virginia Annual Con- 
ference. 

Third. Resolved, That this committee be, and it is hereby, instructed to 
request that the Virginia Annual Conference be given a voice in the selection 
of the Trustees of Randolph-Macon College, either by nomination, confirma- 
tion or direct election; as in no other way can the Church have any actual 
legal control over the institution under the care of the Board; and that the 
committee be further instructed to ask the Board of Trustees to so change the 
charter of said college that the Trustees from the Virginia Conference may 
be divided into classes of four, one-fourth of whose terms shall expire every 
four years.

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RELATION OF RANDOLPH-MACON SCHOOLS TO THE 

CONFERENCE. 

MINORITY REPORT. 

(Adopted by Conference.) 

To the Virginia Conference: 

The undersigned of your committee, to whom was referred the question as 
to the relations existing between Randolph-Macon College and the Virginia 
Conference, beg to state that they have examined into the question as fully 
as they could, having before them the charter of the college, and representa- 
tions made to them by members of the Board of Trustees and others as to 
the conduct of the institution during the whole term of its history, and they 
beg leave to report — 

First. That from this examination they are satisfied that there now exists 
no legal bond or tie between the college and the Virginia Conference, but 
that the Board itself is composed of an equal number of ministers and lay- 
men, all of said ministers being members either of the Virginia or the Balti- 
more Conference, and all of said layment being members in good’ standing of 
some charge within the bounds of the Virginia or Baltimore Conference; and 
they feel constrained to believe that, by the tie so established, by the previous 
history of the institution and its management by the Board of Trustees, and 
by the present constitution of that Board, the college and the Conference 
are held together by a tie which is sympathetic, traditional, moral and 
equitable; and that this tie fully justifies the claim which has been made 
by our preachers, by our college representatives, and by all other Methodist 
people — namely, that all the institutions of learning within the Randolph- 
Macon System are our own Church schools. 

Second. In view of the fact, however, that there may possibly be some 
solicitude on the part of some members of the Church, having the interest 
of Methodism at heart, growing out of the fact that there is no legal or 
formal tie between the two bodies, your committee would recommend that a 
committee of five, consisting of three preachers and’ two laymen, none of 
whom shall be a member of the Board of Trustees or be in any way con- 
nected with the Randolph-Macon institutions, be appointed by the presiding 
officer of this Conference, and that said committee be, and they hereby are, 
authorized and instructed to consult with the Trustees of Randolph-Macon 
College and request said trustees to take such steps as may be requisite and 
necessary to give the Conference a voice in the selection of Trustees, either 
by nomination or election. 

Third. That by this request no censure is implied and no blame is attached 
to any action of the present Board of Trustees, or to the administration of 
any institution within the Randolph-Macon System.

EPWORTH LEAGUE BOARD. 

The Epworth League began as a prayerful, hopeful experiment. It has 
continued in many places as a fruitful and far-reaching experience, and in 
such places it faces the future as a significant and glorious expectation. But 
when we turn to the Virginia Conference we find, vre are sorry to report, 
that there is decreasing interest in the work of- the Epworth League. Surely 
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it cannot be that we do not feel the need, that the Church shall direct and 
foster its young people in their hour of unconscious need. That we have 
never fully awakened to this duty goes without saying. We need for the 
training of the young a department of Church work that shall be as broad 
as the Church and as deep as the needs of the human heart. The rise of 
the young people’s movement in the Church and its steady growth in 'power 
and usefulness is heaven-born and spirit-directed. There is a place for 
the work purposed by the Epworth League. Tidings from Texas, Missouri, 
Georgia, and Tennessee show that the League can be and is being made a 
success. 

The following- recommendations are made: 

First. That the work of the State Epworth League Conference be brought 
under the direction and control of the Virginia Conference Board. 

Second. That we recommend' the policy of district organization looking to 
the assembly idea as carried out in Texas and in other Conferences. 

Third. That we call especial attention to the new literature being circu- 
lated by the General Board — namely, “The Junior Topics Quarterly,” “The 
Bible Circle Quarterly,” “The Mission Study Course,” and “The Juvenile 
Library,” together with the other publications, “The Epworth Era” and “The 
Helps for the Devotional Department.” 

Fourth. That we rejoice in the increased attention given to the Junior 
work by the General Board, and recommend the organization of Junior 
Leagues wherever practicable.

SABBATH OBSERVANCE. 

The Creator in the beginning deemed the Sabbath of sufficient importance 
himself to set men the example of toiling for six days and of resting and 
hallowing the seventh. Amid the thunder of Sinai the law of the Sabbath 
was reiterated with great emphasis and incorporated in the Mosaic code, 
which code has been the basis of laws and constitutions ever since. The 
day of rest and worship was deemed so vital by the Son of God that he reaf- 
firmed its obligation and observed it. The Apostles, following his teachings, 
taught its observance and handed it down to Christian civilization for all 
time. 

When the great discoverer landed on this western shore his little com- 
pany kneeled on the sands of the seaside and took possession of this New 
World in the name of God. The cavaliers at Jamestown and the pilgrims 
at Plymouth Rock each ushered in their civilization with the same holy 
ceremony, and laid broad and deep in the very fundamental constitution 
of our nation the sanctity of the holy day. 

In the law of the land and of business life we find the Sabbath inter- 
woven. Congress, State legislatures, the courts, the stock exchange, and 
in the best governed and enlightened cities the mercantile houses are all 
closed on God’s da}'. Business obligations due on Sunday go over, showing 
that the day is not an earthly one, but belongs to another world — a mighty 
testimony from this silent witness that the earth is the Lord’s and the 
fullness thereof. 

We find the law in the constitution of nature and of man. The very 
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ground of the Israelites was to rest one year in seven. Soil when over- 
worked ceases to be stimulated even by fertilizers and must have rest. Dr. 
Chalmers, the great preacher-scientist, declared: “I never knew a seven 
days’ worker who did not become a wreck physically, mentally and finan- 
■ daily.” In every drop of blood and on every nerve and muscle of the human 

frame and in the gray matter of the brain there is inscribed by the same 
hand that wrote on Belshazzar’s palace walls: “Remember the Sabbath day 
to keep it holy.” 

We read the same truth in the history of nations. Those countries which 
most desecrate God’s day with their saturnalias of debauchery are lowest 
^ in the scale of morality and civilization. The nations where the Sabbath 

t is best observed are at the top. Edmund Burke voiced the conclusion of 

^ great statesmanship when he said: “The nation that ignores the Christian 

Sabbath soon sinks to barbarism and ruin.” 
i; The arch which supports our civilization rests upon two columns, the 

Christian home and the Sabbath day. We must guard these vital institu- 
tions with Spartan zeal, or as the Ark of God itself, if our civilization is 
to survive in vigor and not perish from the earth. Everything goes when 
the Sabbath departs. Staunch integrity abides coexistent with its jealous 
guarding. 

Many signs betoken a renewed activity of interest in Christian households 
• and communities for the preservation of this priceless heritage of our gospel 

ancestry. But the influences destructive to the day of God are ceaseless in 
their activity and are to be ever resisted. 

1. Resolved, That we urge our ministers and members to emphasize by 
precept and example in the pulpit and in private life the sanctity of the day 
of God. 

2. Resolved, That we rejoice even in the partial agreement of the railroad 
presidents of Virginia to the request of the churches of the State by which 
some of the Sunday excursions have been discontinued. We trust that the 
time is not far distant when the Sunday excursion, with its far-reaching 
demoralization, will become entirely and forever a thing of the past. 

3. Resolved, That we are unalterably opposed to any legislation that will 
weaken our present laws on the subject of the running of freight trains on 
Sunday. 

4. Resolved, That we regret the attempt of a prominent official to open 
the Jamestown Exposition on Sunday, contrary to the wishes of the State 
and the nation, and rejoice in the futility of the attempt. 

5. Resolved, That we request our State Legislature to perfect what ap- 
pears to be defective in our laws against Sunday labor. 

6. Resolved, That, in answer to the request of the Interdenominational 
Ministerial Association, of Richmond, Va., we appoint Rev. E. H. Rawlings 
and S. P. Jones a committee to act conjointly with a similar committee from 
each of the denominations of the State to consider such action concerning 
Sabbath observance as they may deem wise, the said committee to report back 
to this Conference for its approval any plan that may be adopted by the 
joint committee.

RANDOLPH-MACON CONTROL. 

James Connon, Jr., introduced the following resolution in regard to the con- 
trol of the Randolph-Macon system of colleges: 

“Whereas, at a meeting of the Randolph-Macon Boari of Trustees, held in . 
the summer of 1906, a resolution was adopted declaring that no denomina- 
tional test is imposed in the choice of the Randolph-Macon trustees; and 

“Whereas, it appears that this resolution was adopted by the Randolph- 
Macon Board in order that the Board of Trustees of the Carnegie foundation 
might be assured that the Randolph-Macon Board was not a denominational 
organization or under denominational control; and 

“Whereas, all of the institutions under the control of the Randolph-Macon 
Board have times without number been publicly declared by presidents, 
preachers, and laymen, from the pulpit, from the platform and by the printed 
page in reports, resolutions and addresses to belong to the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, South, and to be under the control of said Church, and gifts have 
been asked for and have been made with the understanding that all these 
institutions were under Methodist supervision and control, and as an in- 
stance of these public declarations at the very last session of our Confer- 
ence, the report of the Board of Education, written by the president of Ran- 
dolph-Macon College, made the following statement: ‘We have a system 

of schools unrivalled in Southern Methodism’; ‘Virginia Methodists must give 
largely of their wealth for the endowment of our Church schools’; and then 
the report asks the question, ‘Are there any who will doubt the necessity of 
Church schools, now that the State has so many excellent institutions?’ And 
then the report gives the opinions of our bishops of the use and need of 
Church schools, and states, ‘Prom all these witnesses it will be seen there is 
but one opinion as to the necessity of the Church college and its endowment. 
Our people have money; they only need to be made to realize the necessity 
of using it in this way. The members of the Conference have the ear of our 
people and their confidence, and can cause them to realize this necessity.’ And 
In conclusion the Conference adopted the following resolution: 

“That we heartily commend to our people our Church schools — namely, Ran- 
dolph-Macon College, Randolph-Macon Woman’s College, Randolph-Macon 
Academy, the Blackstone Female Institute and Bowling Green Female Semi- 
nary, and that we urge our people to patronize these, our own Church schools; 
and 

“Whereas, it is difficult to reconcile these public statements, made in ad- . 
dresses and reports, that the Randolph-Macon institutions are our own Church 
schools, with the resolution passed and sent to the Carnegie Board; and 

“Whereas, it is important that the property interests and the control of the 
Methodist Church in the said Randolph-Macon institutions be clearly defined 
so we may speak advisedly and positively to our people — 

“Resolved, first. That we are unable to reconcile the idea of denomi- 
national control or ownership with the resolution adopted by the Randolph- 
Macon Board, that in the selection of trustees there are no denominational 

“Resolved, second, That a committee of’ five be selected by the Annual 
Conference, which committee shall confer with the Randolph-Macon trustees 
concerning the relation of the Randolph-Macon institutions to the Virginia

“Resolved, third. That this committee be, and is hereby, instructed to re- 
quest that the Virginia Annual Conference be given a voice in the selection 
of the trustees of the Randolph-Macon Board, either by nomination, confirma- 
tion or direct election, as in no other way can the Church have any actual 
legal control over the institutions under the care of the board.’’ 

The resolutions were referred to the special committee on this subject.

BOARD OF MISSIONS. 



In any general survey of the great work of worldwide missions there are 
two words that occur and recur to the mind. Those words are for 1907, 
“Change” and “Eventful.” In the foreign field the changes have been so 
rapid and so radical as to be almost bewildering. Closed doors have opened, 
stolid indifference or bitter opposition have given way to active interest 
and friendly co-operation. Places once inac'cessible are now wide open, and 
in some instances the people are calling loudly for our help; while in others, 
where the missionary spent long and lonely years, waiting for results of 
the most meagre character, he is now well-nigh overwhelmed with the 
w'ork of the harvest. To those at all familiar with the history of our work 
in China the changes are well-nigh bewildering, while in all lands the fields 
are, as never before, white unto the harvest, and the danger of loss for lack 
of laborers is our greatest source of anxiety. The old historic faiths are 
disintegrating and decaying, and the hearts of men are demanding that 
which Christ’s Church alone can give. Our work, whether evangelistic, edu- 
cational or medical, has won the approval, in some cases strong and out- 
spoken, of those who were lately either coldly suspicious or actively hostile. 

The response to these calls, while not corresponding to our duty or our 
ability, is yet cause for gratitude and hope. The total receipts from all 
sources have now passed the half million mark, and the General Secretary 
is now calling for a forward movement that shall bring in half a million 
from collections alone. We should reach a round million in the next five 
years. We must learn to think in large figures, to “attempt great things 
for God, and to expect great things” from Him. 

The Laymen’s Movement, promising as it does to bring into the field a 
long neglected contingent of Christ’s forces, and by its reflex action to give 
us a spirit-filled manhood in the pew, is our omen of great things in the 
near future. The support of special men and women in the field is bringing 
about the largest giving by local churches ever known in Southern Meth- 
odism. Wisely used, and not allowed to interfere with the regular collec- 
tions, it will do a work of immense value. The day spoken of by David 
Livingstone forty years ago, when men shall endow missions as they now 
do hospitals and colleges, is rapidly approaching its glorious dawn. The 
missionary education of our young people is a movement of such vast im- 
portance and value that it could scarcely be too strongly emphasized. Ener- 
getically and wisely pressed, it will give us within a score of years the 
strongest forces for work and for giving that the Church has ever known, 
and will result in sending hundreds of well-prepared men and women into 
mission work. 

The appointment of missionary evangelists wherever undertaken has jus- 
tified the wisdom of the General Conference in providing for such a class 
of workers. The Methodist Training School at Nashville, Tenn., is doing 
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a work of great value in supplying trained men and women for all kinds 
of evangelical work. The circulation of our superb missionary magazine, 
“Go Forward,” should be pressed until it reaches 100,000. 

The work of our consecrated women is of so great importance and has so 
fully commended itself to the Church that we can only add our tribute 
of love and gratitude for what they have accomplished. 

We are deeply impressed with the importance of a forward movement 
for our great work. Our Conference, by right a leader, is now only a fol- 
lower in the onward march of Christ’s army. But we mean to quicken 
our pace, and to stand in the front rank on the firing line. The Board has 
determined upon holding a mid-year meeting, at which plans for larger 
things will be fully considered. The appointment of a Conference mis- 
sionary evangelist has been agreed upon, but the providential man is not 
yet in sight. We shall pray the Lord of the harvest to thrust him out. 

Believing that the Methodist Institution for Christian Work, in Richmond, 
is missionary in its scope and its objects, we have made to it an allowance 
of money, and speed it on its way with our prayers.

! Six Conferences were held in Virginia before the Methodist Episcopal 

1 Church in the United States was organized, and five of them were held within 

the territory of the Virginia Annual Conference. But they were not, strictly 
speaking, Virginia Annual Conferences. Hence these Conferences do not 
appear among the sessions enumerated below. The Annual Conferences 
proper number their sessions respectively from their first meeting after the 
organization of the Methodist Episcopal Church as an independent ecclesiasti- 
cal body, December, 1784. In conformity with this rule the sessions of the 
Virginia Annual Conference are numbered from the meeting held at Mason’s, 
Brunswick county, Va., May, 1785. Since then sessions thereof have been 
held in regular succession, year after year, within the geographical limits 
assigned it by the General Conference of 1796, except as to the years 1791 
and 1841, when changes in the time of the year for the meeting of the Con- 
frence made it necessary to hold two sessions in each of these calendar 
years, making one hundred and five sessions in one hundred and three years.
